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Polio Vaccine Shortage 


The delay and confusion over production of Salk polio 
vaccine is tragic. 

Because, for some youngster, it may mean the precise 
difference between living a normal, happy life and one 
burdened with the crippling after-effects of polio. 

To that boy or girl, the present sorry mess will be more 
than an annoyance. It will be a personal tragedy. 

It is one we should not allow. 

For it seems obvious that the politicians have inter- 
fered with the doctors and scientists. There have been so 
many demands made by so many politically-minded indivi- 
duals that confusion was bound to arise. 

White the medical men tried to set up testing procedures 
to determine the absolute safety of the serum, elected of- 
ficials began name-calling in attempts to place the blame 
for delay. Their cries caused even further doubt in the 
minds of the people, so that even more exhaustive tests 
were required. Thus the program was again delayed. 

While we certainly believe in taking every precaution 
before issuing the serum, it seems obvious that too much 
time has been spent due to pressure created by the howl- 
ing politicos. 

Here in Andover, we have received the first lot of vac- 
cine and duly administered it to those children wishing 
the shot. 

But how about the second one — the experts claim it is 
vital to the success of the program to give the shots at 
proper intervals, not whenever it becomes convenient. But 
it looks as though serum will not be available at the prop- 
er time. 

The second phase of the program, then, -is in danger. 
We, here in Andover, should look with great concern at 
the situation. 

While it is true that original announcements of the ef- 
fectiveness of the serum were released too soon — with- 
out allowing time for eovernment-supervised testing to be 
certain of its safety — the problem now lies in other 
places. 

It is now the responsibility of the law-makers and 
others in Washington to clear up the sorry mess. They 
should promptly tell the whole story — so that parents 
will feel easier about allowing their children to receive 

the shots and so that manufacture of the serum may pro- 
ceed quickly and in great bulk. 

That youngster who may get polio this summer because 
someone ‘‘goofed’’ probably isn’t concerned about it right 
now — but when he or she comes down with the disease 
and, in later years, when trying to live within the handi- 
caps imposed by its paralyzing effects — then that young- 
ster will have good reason to look with disfavor on those 
responsible for the mess. 

It is high time the politicians withdrew from the whole 
business and let the doctors and scientists handle what 
is rightly within their province. Only then will we have
